Tommy Milton, wearing the most
pensive smile of his short and speedy
career, sipped first across the finish line
In the Harkneas Handicap Race at the
Shsepahead Bay Speedway yesterday.
He had forced his Duesenberg to an
average speed of a little over 101 miles
an hour and covered 100 miles In S3

minutes and SI seconds.
For nearly an hour the roaring ma-

chines had buried by tho grand stand,
the crowd of 50,000 sending; out a deep
diapason of approval as they leaned for-
ward eagerly watching; the more spec-
tacular brushes of Individual stara be-

side whom young-- Tommy Milton waa
unknown. And then In the last ten
miles of desperate driving the crowd be-

came aware of the fact that the slim
gray car clinging to De pAlma'a fleeing
shadow was really In the lead.

Barney Oldfleld, hero of many a
thrilling contest both at the shorter and
longer distances, finished second, his
time for the distance being 60 minutes
and one-flft- h of a second, and following
Oldfleld came Ira Vl, whose time was
69 minutes and 20 seconds. Ralph De
Palma, another veteran driver, finished
In fourth place.

Milton's victory gave a fitting finish
to a race that was replete with thrills
of the kind that one does not mind see-
ing, for there was not a serious accident,
although stark tragedy hung over the
bowl shaped track several times during
the afternoon. The terrific heat which
tiung over the boards In shimmering
waves ate up the life of tires, and time
and again they, flew In exploding frag-
ments or ripped Into long flailing
ribands. Drivers by marvellous skill
wrenched their cars from skidding elides
that drew gasps from the frightened
around the arena.

Favorite Forced to Iletlre.
It was steady and yet brilliant driv-

ing which won Tommy Milton the right
to claim the largest share of the 130,000
as the price of .ils gamble with death.
Tho race proved again, as speedway
races so often do, that It is not hair
raising bursts of speed which win
long drive.

The Italianlike swoops In dlsty speed
of Darlo Rest brought him retirement
In the middle of the contest. The de-
termination of Chevrolet, favorite and
only driver to start from scratch, was
more than his wrecked machine would
land. Mulford too, the grlnnln. forc-In- c

master of many a hard fought race
In past years, drove hla car beyond Its
capacity, and was forced to drop out

But let It not be thought that Milton,
whlrrlngj his unnoticed way about the
track while hla more distinguished
rivals were falling toy the wayside, won
merely by a process of elimination. He
showed that he could rise to thn occa-lo- n

when It arrived as well as any of
them, for in the latter laps, when De
Palma was burning hla way through
mile after mile, his long yellow carreeling them off smoothly at 106 and
108 miles an hour, Milton clung to him
like a brother.

tie Palma Makes Bid for Lead.
Once It seemed thnt De Palma was

merely playing with him. Forcing his
machine to the limit of Its power Ralph
ped by Milton as If the gray machinewere merely loafing In the back stretch

and led him for half a lap around the
track In a pace that was clocked as one
of the fattest of the afternoon. But
when the two machines drew abreastthe grand stand Milton nosed his way to
the front again, and held It doggedly
for the remainder of the way.

The success of the handicappers wa
proved In the way the ears ran during
the latter stages of the race, but thisaame thing was what spelled disaster tomany of the cans which atarted near the
end of the field. Of the first flvo cars
only two wore running at the finish.
But of all the accidents that forced men
from the race none brought the heartsf the spectators Into their throats (O
much as the one which befell Resta, al-
though strangely enough he did not
know of It until he waa safe.

Sarrow Escape for Resta.
The curly haired Italian had Jumpedaway from the starting line In a burst ofspeed which brought a chorus of "vivas'1

from his compatriots n the stand, and
for lap after lap urged his machine at apace which brought him rapldlv up
through most of the others. His machine,
which he designed himself and whose
complaints he knows as a mother knows
the symptoms of her child, had purred
Its way through twenty laps and It
looked as If Resta would have to be
reckoned with at the finish despite his
handicap.

But as he neared the fortieth mile he
felt a faltering In the speed of his ma-
chine and pulled down the bank as he
neared the home stretch. As he came
abreast of the edge of the grand stand a
about went up as a little tongue of flame
shot out under his hood. It spread until
the entire underpart of the engine was
blazing, and still Resta rolled noncha-
lantly along toward hla pit, waving his
hand for mechanics.

As his speed slackened to a pace at
which a man could run, from under thengtne came a flash and long ribbons
Af flame llrlrnri helr onA m wA

by one of his pitmen running toward I

mm wim n cxunguisner, itesta looked
down and noticed the fire for the first
time. He stopped with a Jerk then and
Jumped out.

The flames shot up and than died as
half a dosen men pumped chemicals on
the blase and the crowd In the grand-
stand settled back In relief.

Some of them remembered that it was
In the same way that Harry Orant, win-
ner of a Vanderbllt cup and one of themost popular drivers in tho game, was
burned to death as ho drove on this
track. But In drant'a case the flames
burst out and enveloped him as he drove
and he died without a chance to save
himself. Perhaps that memory also was
the reason Resta seized the hand of thepit man who had warned him and wrung
tt warmly.

(50,000 Persons flee Jtace.
t was scorchlngly hot In the open

places around the stands and on the
track, not tho kind of day the managers
of the race would have selected If they
had had their way, but they were glad
for even this surcease from the rains ofthe week. Tho great stand, which holds
40,000 person.', was packed long beforethe races begnn, nnd at least 10,000more were In the Inclosure and In theiar parked nlong the bow),

While they were waiting two airplanes

frcm Mlneola. dropped down out of the
hazy sky until they were sailing close
over the track, and one of them had a
race wft! one of the machines which
wero Winking out for tho big race. It
was interesting, but not what one might
call exciting. Bombs were sent up which
exploded and sent forth flags of the
Allies to float lazily across the field, and
then the first heats of the Futurity
Handicap were run off.

It was nearly 5 o'clock when the long
lines of machines were run out for the
final race of 100 miles. They were
formed on the Inside in twos to make
room for the ones who got away first
and gained nearly two laps on tho men
near scratch. Some of them had a han-
dicap that seemed unbeatable. Thero
was Rudolph Wehr with six minutes ad-
vantage over the fleet Chevrolet, who
was the .only one to start from scratch.

Tho cars went off In bunches, but It
was not until Ira Vail. Tommy Mlltnn.
Eddy Hearne and Barney Oldfleld, with
the ever present cigar, broke away from
the line with handicaps of a little over
two minutes that the crowd thousht the
race had started. Oldfleld had chopped
tho top from his "golden dragon" and
left llttlo behind, so that as lie flew
ciound It seemed as If he were likely to
diop off on to the track any minute.

Mulford, In one of the maroon colored
Frontenacs, got oft with a handicap of
2 :05, then Resta went away with a
handicap of 2:02. There was a little
wait, for Ralph lie I'alma had a handi-
cap of 1 :01. During the Interval Kath-erln- e

Stlnson, who had Just completed
her flight from Chicago to New York,
went out to the side of the track and
shouted greetings to Chevrolet, who
genially waved his hand.

De Palma Off 'With a, Itonr,
Then with a roar De Palma's ellow

Packard Jumped forward and even Visa
Stlnson, used as she Is to the sharp purr
of her own motor, started a bit at Its
bark. Two laps behind the others and
nearly n lap behind the fleet De Palma,
Chevrolet darted forward and began to
eat up the distance. The race in the
first laps was one of the prettiest duels
between these two men which havo been
seen on the Speedway.

De Palma forced his flitting yeljw
streak Into such a pace that at the nd
of the first lap he had gained slightly on
Chevrolet, and in the ninth lap of the
two mile track he sped past Chevrolet
with a burst of speed which carried him
by the srrand stand a length In the lead.
They held this position until the twelfth,
when Chevrolet again loosened up nis
maroon car and took the lead.

The crowd had forgotten for the time
being that there were any other cars In

the race, an they stood on tneir seats
and watched the two masters of track
racing tearing through the miles. De
Palma clung bo closely to Chevrolet's
rear wheels that It seemed foolhardy
until one remembered that De Palma
once said:

'There la no man In the racing game
I would follow as closely as Chevrolet
He knows how to drive."

But this race Inside of a race was
ended abruptly in the fifteenth lap, when
Chevrolet had the first of tho heart
breaking stops that left htm far In the
rear and finally forced him out, one of
his rear tires exploded from the exces
sive friction, and although tt seemed no
time at all until It had been changed,
when he started again Da Palma had a
lead of a lap.

Milton Leads at 8Sd Lap.
Fetterman In the Blue Peerless was

the next victim of tire trouble, and then
In quick succession Hlckey In the Hud-eo- n,

Mulford In the Frontenao and sev-

eral of the others were .forced to the
pits. In the twenty-fift- h lap Chevrolet
had again clored up behind De Palma
and showed eome of his Inimitable skill
in gaining swift yards on a clval. As
they turned up the bnk from the back
stretch, Chevrolet climbed up steeply
and Just before straightening out for
the rush past the grand atand he
swooped down and swept by De Palma
at IOC miles an hour, while the crowd
went wild.

It was not until the thirty-secon- d lap
and the sixty-fourt- h mile that Milton
nosed his way Into the lead and a few
of those near the Judges' stand realized
that he was running a raco whlah If It
were maintained, would bring him home
near the front. He waa lending then,
with Mulford In second place and De
Palma third.

In the thirty-fourt- h lap Milton was
leading by a mile, but few In the stands
knew it, as they were absorbed in the

race between Chevrolet and De Palma.
Hut when Chevrolet dropped out Milton,
De Palma, Vail and Oldfleld were
bunched and doing an average of 101
miles an hour. The pace seemed to get
faster with every lap, and It took Its toll
In tires that changed the places of those
who ranked well up In the finish.

Hearne was the .first to feel the strain
in the eighty-fourt- h mile, when It ap-
peared that he would win third place.
Jle stopped at nls pit and called for
water for his overheated engine, and
when the cap was removed a column of
steam mounted. He got bac i.uo the
rare too late to regain his position.

Then one of Vall's tires gave under
the strain as he was passing the grand
stand in the ninety-fourt- h mile and he
came rtartllngly near a bad spill as he
swerved. The tire literally went to
pieces, bits of It flying fifty feet In tie
air and spreading all over the track.
He drove at a desperate pace on the rim.
made a quick change and got back soon
enough to gain and hold third place.

Milton llnnalna; Onto 1'nre,
AH this time Milton had been hang-

ing to Do Palma and would not be
shaken off, although tho fleet Ralph put
all that he knew Into thn roaring en-
gine of his machine. MIlton'H luck
seemed nothing shoit of marvellous, for
he had been forcing 1.1s Duesenberg to
ao an mat was In it and had not n yet
made a slntle stop. With only two laps
to go It seemed a certainty that ho would
win if nothing happened, and those
watching held their breath and crossed
their Angers lest disaster overtake him
at the last minute.

But It did not, the starter waved his
checked flag In Milton's face and he
romped mound, winner.

Oldfleld, reliable old Barney, who Is
going to quit after this season, who once
held every record up to fifty miles In the
SDod old days of aklddlng about dirt
tracks, came In second In 59 minutes
and one-flft- h of a second. Vail was
third In B9 minutes and 20 seconds, and
De Palma was fourth.

Tho Futurity Handicap waa run in
two trial heats and a final heat of fen
miles each, and Tommy Milton showed
up In the first very creditably.

Mulford won the first In 6 minutes
10 G seconds, with Milton second.

Resta won the second In 6 minutes 7
seconds,with Hearne second and Chevro-
let third.

Tho final was won by Chevrolet In E
minutes 67 5 seconds, with Hearne sec-
ond and Resta third.

DE PALMA OBJECTS.
Ralph Inslsta He Finished Second,

--Not Fourth In Anto Race.
Ralph De Palma, who was posted as

finishing fourth In the 100 mile Hark-nes- a

Handicap after driving his Packard
aeroplano motor the entire distance
without a stop, wai Indignant at the out-
come of the race. He declared that he
was absolutely certain that he had fin-

ished second Instead of fourth, and
the decision of the Judges as

"an outrage."
"I am positive there was a mistake

somewhere In the counting of the laps,"
aald De Palma In his garage Immedi
ately after the big event of tho day.
"Fountalne, my mechanician, and I are
positive that we twice lapped Oldfleld,
and as Barney finished ahead of Vail,
who was third, thli would have put me
In second place. The decision of the
Judges putting me In fourth place Is an
outrage. More care should have been
exercised by the scorers.

"While I would not condemn handlcan
racing. It seems to me from my observa
tion or tne contest y that it la a
very hard matter to determine Just what
tlma allowance ahould be fixed for the
contestants. llenco I am opposed to
handicap racing."
